Phil lost his job 6 months ago & Sally has 
had her part time hours reduced. This loss 
of income means they have been struggling 
big time & been unable to pay their rent. As 
the arrears continue to grow, with threats of 
eviction from the landlord, both Phil & Sally 
feel extremely stressed & anxious and are 
struggling to parent & feed their three 
children who are all at primary school. They 
are at their wits end and have no idea what 
to do next and that’s when our Support 
Scheme stepped in to help. 


lf you are experiencing problems similar to 
Phil and Sally, our village Covid-19 Support 
scheme is here to help including: 
Emergency food from our village food bank 
Advice about entitlement to welfare benefit, 
access to grants and managing debts 
Provide a listening ear to ensure that Phil &

this time of year, small cat biscuits ( nothing 
fish) will be a great help. For the bees we 
can help them by making sure there are 
winter flowers out such as winter flowering 
honeysuckle and heather. 


Helping the European hedgehog in 


February 

Hedgehogs should still be hibernating but 
will wake up during milder spells to look for 
food to top up their body fat. Many will be in 
need of help especially those seen out 
during the day. We can help them by 
providing fresh water and dry meat cat 
biscuits. Please don’t give fish as it upsets 
their stomach. If you do see any out please 
contact me on 07912 988898 or Shepreth 
Hedgehog Hospital for advice. Hedgehogs 
out during the day usually indicates a 
serious problem and they will need 
veterinary treatment as soon as possible! 


We can really make a significant contribution 


to supporting our wildlife by putting out 
additional food over winter. We are paid 
back in dividends in being able to watch 
wildlife in action, no matter how small a 
garden or balcony we have and often at a 
very close distance. 





Hedgehog Fact 


The ‘hedge’ part of their name comes from 


them building their nests in hedges , shrubs 
and bushes. The ‘hog * part comes from the 
snorting / grunting sound they make similar 
to a pig. 


Wildlife Friendly Gardening in 
February 


There is still time to plant trees and shrubs 
before the growing season in spring. 


A lot of wildlife will still be hibernating, you 
might spot an early hedgehog or 
bumblebees that have come out in milder 
weather. They will have gone without food 
for months, so will naturally be hungry. 

They will appreciate fresh water being left 
out along with some food. For hedgehogs at

Financial Support to Self-Isolate 
Almost 800 people have received financial 
support to self-isolate totalling £395,500 
across Cambridgeshire and Peterborough. 


In addition, hundreds more who were not 
eligible for funding have received help in 
other ways via the network of local support 
hubs across the region. In this way, both 
councils are going further than the support 
provided nationally, which was highlighted 
by LGA Resources Board Chair Cllr Richard 
Watts on BBC Newsnight on the 13th 
January (BBC iPlayer until 12 February 2021 


http://bbc.in/39Ehsnz). 


In further good news, the government has 
announced an extension to the scheme with 
local authorities due to learn shortly how 
much extra they will receive. 


People who need to self-isolate are able to 
apply to The Test and Trace Support 
Payment Scheme which is run by district 
and city councils across the region. Those 
who don’t meet the criteria are still able to 
apply for a discretionary payment of £500. 


Since the financial support schemes were 
launched in October, 793 requests for 
support have been approved, with many 
more being offered help in other ways, for 
example by the network of support hubs. 


In the first round, Cambridgeshire councils 
received £229,500 as part of the Test and 
Trace Support Payment Scheme. In addition 
£138,736 was allocated to award in 
discretionary payments to help people self- 
isolate. So far £126,500 has been paid out 
by councils across Cambridgeshire. 


The support offered includes: 

- The Test and Trace Support Payment 
scheme which is run by each of the 
district and city councils across 
Cambridgeshire, which entitles people 
who meet certain criteria to a one-off 
payment of £500 if they lose income as a 
result of not being able to work. This

payment can be made available on 
multiple occasions if a person comes into 
contact with people who test positive a 
second or even third time. 

¢ For anyone not eligible for the government 
support — a local discretionary fund which 
offers financial support to make sure 
people don’t suffer financially. 

¢« The network of support hubs run by the 
district and city councils which can 
support people with grocery shopping, 
medicine collection, dog walking, 
befriending services and in many other 
ways. 





To be eligible for the Test and Trace 

Support Payment Scheme people must 

meet all the following criteria: 

- You have been asked to self-isolate by 
NHS Test and Trace. 


- You are employed or self-employed. 


¢ You cannot work from home and will lose 
income as a result. 


- You are claiming at least one of the 
following benefits: Universal Credit, 
Working Tax Credits, income-related 
Employment and Support Allowance, 
income-based Jobseeker’s Allowance, 
Income Support, Pension Credit or 
Housing Benefit 

- If you do not receive one of the above 
benefits you may still be eligible for a 
discretionary payment if you are going to 
suffer financial hardship by isolating. 


NHS Test and Trace ID number, bank 
statement, and proof of employment or self- 
assessment returns will need to be 
provided. Details of both schemes are 
available at www.peterborough.gov.uk and 
www.cambridgeshire.gov.uk

You may have seen that the Department for 
Transport decided that the Bar Hill Hotel, as 
it is on a strategic route to the ports, to 
arrange with the hotel for drivers of HGV 
who have tested positive for Covid 19 to 
spend their ten days of isolation there.

COUNTY COUNCILLORS REPORT 


Covid-19 

The news of the use being made of the Bar 
Hill hotel by the Department for Transport 
[DfT] prompted many questions and 
comments from residents. These reflect both 
worries about any additional risk it might 
pose and the strength of the village’s 
community spirit. The Covid-19 support 
group set up by what | call ‘The Fab 4’, 
extended its offer of help to those isolating 
at the hotel, and many people posted 
Supportive messages on the community 
Facebook page. 


Many complain that there wasn’t any 
consultation or prior notification. | 
understand the indignation that has caused 
as |, too knew nothing about it prior to being 
told with scant detail that the first drivers 
had arrived. | had to wait until a briefing was 
held for a small group of county and district 
councillors to get more details, and ask 
when the information would be 
communicated to the community. It seems 
that DfT didn’t want the matter publicised 
but, Supported by the leader of the county 
council, | insisted that this must happen - 
and quickly. 


This is a scary time for all of us and | hope 
that the information that has since been 
made available has gone some way to 
reassuring residents about the arrangements 
that have been made to ensure the safety 
and welfare of both residents and those who 
find themselves in this unenviable position. 
They are people, many but not all of them, in 
a foreign country. They provide a service that 
we all benefit from, bringing in the goods 
that supply our shops or taking the products 
of our businesses to market. A positive test 
would surely be unwelcome news for any of 
us but, for someone far from home and 
family it must be an even worse shock. 


Officers from both district and county 
councils have worked incredibly hard ina 


very short space of time to put all the 
necessary public health and safety protocols 
in place to keep everyone safe. This 
arrangement is in place to stop the virus 
spreading and we can all help in that 
respect, too: simply by sticking to the rules, 
tough as we might find them at times. 


Vaccinations 

The news that there is not just one but three 
vaccines now approved for use in the UK is 
the chink of light that we have all been 
waiting and hoping for. The number of local 
vaccination centres is being increased from 
the 7 [13 January] including Addenbrookes 
and Peterborough City hospitals by a further 
12 [by 20 January] including Royal Papworth 
and Hinchingbrooke hospitals. | Know that 
everyone is getting impatient for their turn to 
roll up their sleeve, and whilst it is tempting 
to do so, the NHS is asking that people wait 
to be contacted about an appointment and 
don’t ring already busy GPs. 


Covid Hub 


The council’s hub is now gearing back up to 
full capacity and contacting 32,500 shielding 
residents by letter. It offers help with food 
and fuel poverty, supports those self- 
isolating, carers and minority groups. It also 
co-ordinates volunteers for care homes with 
staff shortages, and stands ready to assist 
with vaccination roll out [providing transport 
and venues] and mass testing where 
needed. Free school meals vouchers will be 
available direct from schools.

Coronavirus vaccine scams 


warning 

As of 7 January 2021, Action Fraud, the 
national reporting centre for fraud and cyber 
crime, had received 5/7 reports in relation to 
the COVID-19 vaccine. 

Pauline Smith, Head of Action Fraud, said: 


“The vaccine Is a crucial tool in fighting the 
coronavirus and keeping people safe. 
Thankfully, the number of reports into Action 
Fraud are relatively low but we have seen an 
increase in the last two months, particularly 
around scam text messages. 


“Remember, the vaccine is only available on 
the NHS and is free of charge. The NHS will 
never ask you for details about your bank 
account or to pay for the vaccine. If you 
receive an email, text message or phone call 


purporting to be from the NHS and you are 
asked to provide financial details, this is a 
scam.” 


Action Fraud has received reports from 
members of the public who have been sent 
text messages claiming to be from the NHS, 
offering them the opportunity to sign up for 
the vaccine. The texts ask the recipient to 
click on a link which takes them to an online 
form where they are prompted to input 
personal and financial details. In some 
cases the online form has looked very 
similar to the real NHS website. 


How to protect yourself: 


In the UK, coronavirus vaccines will only be 
available via the National Health Services of 
England, Northern Ireland, Wales and 
Scotland. You can be contacted by the 
NHS, your employer, a GP surgery or 


pharmacy local to you, to receive your 
vaccine. Remember, the vaccine is free of 
charge. At no point will you be asked to 


pay. 


- The NHS will never ask you for your bank 
account or card details. 

- The NHS will never ask you for your PIN or 
banking password. 

- The NHS will never arrive unannounced at 
your home to administer the vaccine. 

- The NHS will never ask you to prove your 
identity by sending copies of personal 
documents such as your passport, driving 
licence, bills or pay slips. 

If you receive a call you believe to be 
fraudulent, hang up. If you are suspicious 
about an email you have received, forward it 
to report@phishing.gov.uk. Suspicious text 
messages should be forwarded to the 
number 7726 which is free of charge. 

If you believe you are the victim of a fraud, 
please report this to Action Fraud as soon 
as possible by calling 0300 123 2040 or 
visiting www.actionfraud.police.uk.
